3. On April 6, 2007, the undersigned responded to the Notification of Missing 
Requirements and stated that Declaration had previously been filed on May 3, 2006 and that the 
signature of the inventor as it appears on the Declaration is in fact the inventor's signature. A 
copy of the Declaration as originally filed on May 3, 2006 was also enclosed (see Attachment 
C).
